An Edmonton man emerged 
with a positive message after 
he was the vict im of a racist 
verbal attack in downtown 


Edmonton. 

Jesse Lipscombe was doing 
a video spot to promote the 
city's downtown Wednesday 
evening when a car pulled up 
to stop at the end of the block 
and a white man shouted out 
the window, "The n—ers are 
coming.” 

Lipscombe, who is black, 
walked up to the stopped car 
and opened the passenger door 
to confront the occupants, who 
denied making the comment 
and tried to slam the door on 
him. 

“I felt the need to go over

and give him a tittle chat and 
see what the deal was. 1 felt 
uncomfortable, I thought it 
only fair that (they) also feel 
uncomfortable,” he said. 

Lipscombe said the encoun¬ 
ter was “very disappointing,” 
but not shocking or unusual. 


The driver then sped off 
and another racial slur was 
shouted. 

Lipscombe. who is a film- 
make r, athlete and motivEi- 
tional speaker, posted a video 
of the encounter on Eacebook 
Wednesday night to spark a 
conversation. 

By Thursday afternoon, IS 
hours after posting, it had been 
shared more than l h 500 times 
and viewed more than 54.000 
times. 

It's the outpouring of sup¬ 
port, and not the initial racist 
outburst, that Lipscombe is 


dwelling on. 

“At the end of the day, the 
vast majority of people do 
care about other people and 
do want to make this place a 
wonderful place to live in. We 
Eire lucky to live where we do. 
And if anything, as bad as this 
was, it proved that Edmonton 
has each other's back," he said. 

"What 1 hope is that the con- 
versation gives people more 
ammunition on how to treat 
people with love and respect 
on a daily basis, so that the 
occurrences of these become 
less and less. 41

Resource officers headed to junior high

The Grade Sevens won't be the 
only new people in Edmonton 
junior high schools this fall, as 
eight new school resources of¬ 
ficers will also be heading to 
classes. 

As part of a pilot program 
announced Thursday* four of¬ 
ficers will be placed in junior 
high schools in both the Catholic 


and public system. The officers 
are being made available as the 
service closes four community 
policing stations and can trans¬ 
fer some resources. In the public 
system, they will be at Rosslyn, 
Spruce Avenue. Kate Chegwin, 
and T.D Balter schools and in the 
Catholic system they will be at 
H.E. Beriau.lt. Ben Calf Kobe, St 
Elizabeth Setonand St. Nicholas. 

Edmonton Police chief Rod 
Knecht said the schools offer 
a much better opportunity to 
interact with the public than the 


community stations. 

‘A junior high, school resource 
officer could come in contact with 
up to SCO youth per day com¬ 
pared to a police officer at a com¬ 
munity station who might aver¬ 
age six public contacts, 1 " he said. 

Knecht said officers in schools 
can help guide students down the 
right path/Tm of the view that 
the sooner tee can get exposure to 
young people the belter," he said. 
“There is a fork in the road that 
kids choose and they are choos¬ 
ing that fork earlier and earlier.* 


Public school board super¬ 
intendent Darrel Robertson said 
they believe the program is a 
benefit for kids. 

“We know the positive im¬ 
pact on relationships and learn¬ 
ing experiences for kids in our 
school," he said. 

He said they will look at how 
the program goes at the end, but 
he is optimistic it will work out. 

“ We're going to talk to the of¬ 
ficers at the end of the pilot. We 
are going to talk to parents,, talk 
to kids, talk to staff."

hmply wails across Edmonton 
will be filled with public ail by 
the end of the weekend. 

The Rust Magic festival is 
the first street Eirt festival in the 
city. Organizers Annaliza Toledo 
and Trevor Peters saw how ail 
brought a sense of community 
in other cities and wanted the 
same for Edmonton. 

"We see how art makes such 
a difference in community," said 
Toledo. “We wanted to bring 
that here because there's such 
an obvious lack of it" 

Toledo and Peters navigated 
the difficult relationships be¬ 
tween business owners, condo 
boards and funding outlets to 
ensure art could go up on 14 dif¬ 
ferent walls, which were chosen 
for their profile and accessibility 
to the public. But after all the 


consultation and negotiation, 
the resulting artwork itself will 
be a surprise to all involved. 

“We’re working artists our¬ 
selves, we know that when 


you're given creative control 
that's when the best work turns 
out," said Peters. 

The festival brings in inter¬ 
national graffiti artists such as 


Wayne One who painted his 
first train in 19811: subway cats 
and train walls would become 
his preferred medium. Wayne 
One will be giving an artist talk

as part of the festival at Latitude 
53. The festival also includes a 
group art show at the Foundry 
Room on Su nday. 

T he festival launched Sept. 1 
and Toledo and Peters say there 
has already been a positive re¬ 
sponse that they hope to build 
on and make this the first fes¬ 
tival of many. 

“It’s already seen so much 
interest and momentum we 
have to bring it back next year " 
said Peters. 

As for the controversial na¬ 
ture of graffiti and public art in 
general, the organizers hope the 
festival shifts attitudes. 

“People are afraid to do some¬ 
thing like this,” said Peters. 

“It's not such a big risk ” said 
Toledo. "It's just paint”

Residents who lost their homes 
in the Port McMurray wildfire 
are being provided with longer- 
term temporary housing. 

The Alberta government says 
it is moving up to 65 hous¬ 
ing units to the city for fam¬ 
ilies who are waiting for their 
homes to be rebuilt. 

T he province says a survey 
done in July and August indi¬ 
cated a need for three- and 
four-bedroom homes. 

Residents will be able to 
apply for accommodation at 
a demonstration house to be 
set up on Sept. 9 in Port Mc¬ 
Murray. 

The province says market 
rents will be charged and fam¬ 
ilies wall be able to move into 
the homes starting next month. 

T he temporary units are to 
be located in the Parsons Creek 
district and will be available 
for up to two years. 

The Regional Municipality 
of Wood Buffalo is working 
on options to meet the needs 
of those who require one or 
two bedrooms.

we didn't sell out,” says Clay¬ 
ton. "Because our resources are 
limited one of the things that 
really does hamper us when 
it's a lower economy is being 
able to get the word out." 

The fest is still being organ¬ 
ized for October and Clayton 
says early bird ticket sales are 


going well. The fest operates 
with a volunteer staff. And it 
currently receives 55.000 in 
funding from the city. Jt H s a 
fraction of what similar Film 
festivals such as Global Visions 
which received $17,000 last 
year. The Go fund Me campaign 
aims to raise 57,000 and will 


be collecting donations until 
the end of the festival. 

Dedfest started out strictly 
as a horror film festival, but 
broadened quickly to include 
other unconventional genres. 

In recent years Dedfest has 
brought in critically acclaimed 
movies that don’t start out as 
commercial successes, such its 
the Babadook, a 2014 psycho¬ 
logical thriller by Australian 
director Jennifer Kent. 

For fans the festival many 
fans of outside genres its an 
opportunity to view movies 
not usually given a lot of screen 
time or profile. Posts on the 
GoE'undMe page credit Dedfest 
with bringing in Films they 
wouldn't have thought to seek 
out. Clayton says that despite 
the increase of access through 
online streaming, a festival 
like this provides a chance at 
building community. 

"There's still something

He said the govern¬ 
ment had reduced 
that red tape and 
hoped to be able to 
make announcements 
soon 

The city hud hoped 
some of that funding 
could help with up¬ 
grades to the Yellow- 
head Highway or to 
railway crossings in 
south Edmonton. 

Mayor Don Iveson said it's 
disappointing that the money 
hasn't got out the door yet, but 
he hopes pro jects can be selected 
this fall so next year shovels can 
get in the ground.

Almost one in five Edmontonians 
are low-wage workers, meaning 
they earn less than fifteen dol¬ 
lars an hour, according to new 
numbers from Statistics Can¬ 
ada released by Ihiblic Interest 
Alberta |I 3 1A). 

The advocacy group released 
the numbers Thursday, a month 
before the minimum wage in¬ 
creases to 512.20 on Oct 1. It's 
the next step on the provincial 
government's plan to raise it to 
515 an hour by 2018, 

Joe French, PIA“s executive 
director, said the numbers show 
the importance of the province 
sticking to the schedule. 

"'there are difficult economic 


times and that makes it even 
more important that low-wage 
workers earn fair wages" he said. 

According to the data, almost 
120*000 people in the city are 
making less than 515 per hour, 
including over 50.0QO who earn 
the soon-to-be minimum wage 
of 512.20 or less. 

The numbers also show that 
women are more likely to work 
foT less money. Sixty-two per 
cent of low-wage workers cue 
women, and that number rises 
to 66 per cent when you look at 
those earning minimum wage. 

" The numbers show that in¬ 
creasing the minimum wage 
will lessen gender inequality"' 
Lynn Labrecque King, executive 
director of the Alberta College of 
Sodal Workers, said in a release. 

"More than IOQ.OOO women 
across the province will receive 
wage increases when the min¬ 
imum wage goes up on Oct 1 . ,r 

"5o the image of a teenager 
Living in their parents' basement 
just to earn extra money is not 
the reality," French said.

Driver of Jeep that 
killed woman says 
car launched’ 


The driver of a Jeep that hit anti 
killed an Edmonton woman 
during an off-road demonstra¬ 
tion at a charity event in 2013 
says the vehicle 'Taunched" 
when he turned the key in 
the ignition. 

Craig Supemault wits “stack¬ 
ing" his vehicle — a common 
demonstration where one Jeep 
climbs up the front wheel of 
another, displaying the flex¬ 
ibility of its suspension. 

The performance was tak¬ 
ing place on May 15. 2013. in 
the parking lot of a downtown 
shopping mall, with a crowd of 
about 1O0 watching from dis¬ 
tances of between two and sev¬ 
en metres. The vehicles were 
to hold Ehe formation with 
their engines off and brakes 
engaged, then slowly dismount 
in reverse. 

Supemault, who was testi¬ 
fying at the fatality inquiry 
into the death of 20-year-old 
Melinda Green, said he'd done 
the manoeuvre about 15 times 
in the past. 

He described how he got out 
of the vehicle to Let peopLe take 


pictures, then climbed back 
in and placed his feet on the 
clutch and the brake, 

“I looked up and turned the 
key," he raid, leaving a long si¬ 
lence before continuing. 

“The Jeep launched, full 
throttle, with the brakes en¬ 
gaged and the clutch in. 

“It was immediate. It was 
like it was waiting" 

Supemault said he tried to 
turn off the key, then grabbed 
for the gear shift.

Stop playing politics, says vets’ lawyer 


The lELwyer For Canadian vet¬ 
erans involved in a legal battle 
with the federal government 
says the Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs is playing politics 
wiEb his clients, 

Don Sorochan said Thurs¬ 
day that Minister Kent Hehr 
is not standing by his party's 
promise in the last election to 
re-establish lifelong pensions 
for veterans. 

Hehr, who was in Calgary 
Thursday, said his govern ment 
is moving forward as quickly as 


it can to do that. 

The legal action was launched 
in K.C. Supreme Court in 2012 
by six severely disabled veter¬ 
ans over changes made to their 
compensation six years earlier. 

The federal government re¬ 
placed lifelong pensions with 
lump-sum payments, upsetting 
veterans, who argued they de¬ 
served disability payments on 
par with workers' compensa¬ 
tion. 

Efforts by the federal govern¬ 
ment to have the case thrown 


out were dismissed, which led 
to an appeal. T he lawsuit was 
put on hold in 2015 while the 
parties agreed to wait and see 
whether new legislation and 
a federal election would allow 
for an out-of-court resolution. 

The deadline for a decision 
passed in June, and the Lib¬ 
eral government filed docu¬ 
ments in court in July saying 
the government does not owe 
an “extraordinary obligation" 
to modern-day veterans. 

The TrtideELU government's 


position in court was initially 
held by the former Conserva¬ 
tive government before the 
Tories changed their stance in 
December 2014 after a public 
backlash. A decision is expected 
this fall, 

“We have to ran government 
by good policy and yet 1 under¬ 
stand that those members who 
are engaged in that lawsuit have 
served this country bravely and 
boldly," .Hehr said when asked 
about the state of the lawsuit.

Justin Trudeau set his sights 
squarely on China's human 
lights record Thursday paint¬ 
ing Canada as a straight-talking 
champion of personal freedoms 
as he lectured an elite business 
crowd on the value of good gov¬ 
ernance and free expression. 

The prime minister s direct 
remarks came during a week- 
long official visit to Chimi aimed 
at forging deeper 
commercial and 
cultural bonds 
between the two 
countries. 

building clos¬ 
er economic ties 
will make it easi¬ 
er - for China and 
Canada to speak 
frankly about 
governance, hu¬ 
man rights and 
the rule of law, 

Trudeau told several hundred 
people at an event hosted by the 
Canada China Business Council. 

“3 remind everyone that as a 
country that has seen first hEind 
the benefits of free expression 
and good governance — Canada 
encourages China to do more 
to promote and protect human 
rights," he said In his 22-minute 
speech. 

“3n the global village, we all 
hare st e ike in what happens here. 

“The success of the world is 
inexorably jinked to China's suc¬ 
cess, and 1 know that these are 


not easy conversations to have, 
but they are necessary ones." 

Tiudeau also said that freedom 
of expression is a “true Canadian 
value" protected by the country's 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 

He noted that he told both 
President Xi Jinping and Premier 
Li Keqiang in meetings this week 
in Bei jing that accepting a divers¬ 
ity of perspectives will strengthen 
China, just like it has in Caniida. 

Trudeau even went so far as 
to broach the subject of gender 
equality. 

“See, we're Canadians — we 
travel with our values and we 
don’t hesitate to share them 
whenever and wherever we see 
opportunities." he said before 
glancing pur¬ 
posefully at the 
table in front of 
the stage. 

“And actually, 
there's an oppor¬ 
tunity here to¬ 
night — gentle¬ 
men, it’s 2016. 
We need more 
women at this 
head table." 

It’s not the 
first time a Can¬ 
adian prime minister has spoken 
bluntly while in China about 
the ever-present issue of that 
country's human rights record. 
During a Landmark 1998 visit, 
Chretien told students at Beijing 
University that Canadians find 
it disturbing to “hear of people 
being harassed or imprisoned 
for expressing political views 
different from the government.' 1 

In the past, the Chinese leader¬

SYRIAN REFUGEE CRISIS 

Alan’s death 
had profound 
impact on many 
Canadians’ lives 

A year ago, Tirrui Kurdi was just a 
suburban mother, a hardworking 
immigrant in British Columbia 
who had knocked on many doors 
in a helpless effort to bring over 
her siblings and their families 
from war-tom Syria. 

On Sept. 2,2015, the kart Co- 
quitliim woman's life was forever 
changed because of the drowning 
deaths of her nephews, Alan, 3, 
and Ghalib, 5, and their mother 
in the Aegean Sea while fleeing 
to Greece. 

Kurdi was thmst into the spot¬ 
light. becoming a spokeswoman 
for millions of Syrian refugees to 
people in Canada and around 
the world shaken by the image 
of ti ny Alan lying facedown and 
lifeless on a Turkish beach. 


The plea she and other Syr¬ 
ian Canadians had been mak¬ 
ing for years to politicians was 
finally heard. Just weeks later, the 
new liberal government swiftly 
opened Canada's door to thou¬ 
sands of Syrian refugees. 

" I would never have imagined 
that after that image of Alan, 
something would happen for the 
better,” reflected Kurdi. 

ril was very hard and emo¬ 
tional for me with the reality 
we live it. that it took a tragedy 
until somebody would take ac¬ 
tion,” added Kurdi, w r ho until 
then had been unsuccessful in 
bringing her brothers to Canada. 

But Kurdi and her family 
weren’t the only people whose 
Lives were changed by little Alan's 
death: Syrian refugee families 
have been given the opportunity 
that Alan didn't have to build a 
new life in Canada. Members of 
Muslim and Arab communities 
who have felt disenfranchised 
in Canada have a renewed sense 
of belonging, to feta r hews service

sponsorship group last

people. 

"Seeing ALan Kurd is photo 
was a mafor catalyst to get 
us going," said Haq. 


Nasim Misrabi was 

volunteering in Turkey 
monitoring refugee boats 
trying to cross to Greece when 
news of Alan's death emerged. 

"People started posting 
photos of dead refugees on 
social media, because they 
saw the international media's 
response to Alan," said Mrarabi, 
who was sponsored by the 
Canadian government. 


Maher Azem. who came from 
Syria in 2005, said the Arab 
and Muslim community has 
become more engaged. The 
Toronto man helped found the 
Syrian Canadian Foundation to 
help sponsorship groups and 
settlement agencies serve the 
arriving refugees. 

"The community has moved 
from advocating for refugees 
to aiding them," said Azem. 


Sha di Al Qablawi lived in 

constant fear in the three 
and a half years his family 
stayed in refuge in Jordan.

Decline 
in buying 
power 
predicted 

Canadian families will see their 
payments slowly erode over 
lime under the Liberal govern¬ 
ment's new child benefit pro¬ 
gram, says Parliament’s budget 
watchdog. 

In a report released today, 
the parliamentary budget of¬ 
ficer says the benefit doesn't

automatically adjust to account 
for inflation, which means the 
number of families who qual¬ 
ify will also decline in the long 
run. 

T he original three benefits 
that were replaced by the new 
system — the universal child 
care benefit, the Canada child 
lax benefit and the national 
child bene Tit supplement — 
were all indexed to inflation. 

The changes that ushered 
in the Canada Child Benefit 
removed that index, meaning 
that over time, inflation will 
reduce the buying power, or 
so-called “real value," of the 
mon thly payments, the report 
says. 

While 31 per cent of Can¬ 
adian families are eligible for 
bene fits tb is year, that will fall 
to 86 per cent by 2021, and will 
continue to decline as some 
families see their income levels 
rise high enough to no longer 
qualify for the benefit, the re¬ 
port says.

Climate change is warming up the oceans, and many fish can't handle the heat. They're fleeing from 
tropical waters for cooler climes to the north and south. Its affecting fish harvests, especially in poor 
countries where they're needed most UBC environmental science professor William Cheung has 
proposed a bold thought experiment: What if we just... dosed the ocean? Cau Id we save the seas? 


Using some fancy math, Cheung and colleagues predicted 
the abundance of 30 far-roaming fish spades by2050, 

assuming global temperatures will have increased by about 
1.3 C over the 1935-2005 average by 2100. They looked at 
three ways we could 1 manage the high seas — the international 
waters that take up 2/3 of the oceans. They measured 1 how 


those scenarios would affect the remaining 1/3 of the oceans: 
the exclusive economic zones (EEZs) particular countries 
have the right to use. They assume no more than the maximum 
number of fish that can be harvested without depletion — 
called the maximum sustainable yield — is taken from the 
EEZs themselves.

Can anybody predict an earthquake? 


Scientists were once charged 
for failing to pred ict an earth¬ 
quake. Can anybody predict 
that? — Dean, Toronto 

According to the U.S. Geological 
Survey, no scientist lias "ever 
predicted a major earthquake. 
They do not expect to know how 
in the Foreseeable future" But 
"probabilities can be caleulatec 
for potential future earthquakes," 
Despite this, after Italy's deadly 
2009 quake, six scientists and 
one government official were 
convicted of involuntary man¬ 


slaughter for failing to communi¬ 
cate the risks. It's not dear yet 
whether there will be a repeat of 
this blame game In light of the 
Aug. 24, 2016 quake. 

The scientists were later 
cleared. They'd simply said the 
chance of a major quake had 
neither increased nor decreaseu 
after a recent cluster (called a 
"swarm") of tremors. 

Here's the thing: n most cases 
{99 per cent, according to one 
seismologist), a swarm is not a 
warning knell lor a major quake. 
However, big quakes are often 


preceded by smaller "foreshocks" 
— though it may not be clear 
what's a foreshock and what's 
the real thing until after the fact. 

Chile, possibly the most earth - 
quake-ready nation, has a net¬ 
work of sensors that detect trem¬ 
ors as they happen, so people can 
be evacuated if it's determined 
there's a risk of tsunami. 

Early warning systems in the 
works — ones that can, for ex¬ 
ample, trigger trains to Stop and 
power and gas lines to be dis¬ 
abled to minimize damage — are 
expected to provide a couple of 


minutes of notice, at the very 
most, It's not like a weather fore¬ 
cast, and it probably never will be. 

Here's the heart of it: Earth¬ 
quakes, the release of pent-up 
potential energy inherent in the 
position of tectonic plates, are 
chaotic by nature. This brings 
to mind a favourite quotation 
of mine, from Irish comedian 
Dara 6 Briain: "Science knows it 
doesn't know everything; other¬ 
wise, it'd stop."

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How M,L, Stedman's debut 
novel The Light Between Oceans 
made it to the big screen 

Few debut novels have made as big a splash 
as M.L. Stedman's The Light Between Oceans. 
Set on a lonely Island of ft he west coast of 
Australia, the 2012 book tells the tale of 
lighthouse keepers who find a lost baby and 
what happens when good people make bad 
decisions. It's a love story, mystery and tra¬ 
gedy rolled into a sweeping historical novel. 

But the story of how the New York Times 
bestseller came into existence and how it 
ma d e th e tra nsitlon from the page to the 
screen has almost as many twists as the 
book Itself. 

Originally from Western Australia, 
Stedman moved to London, England, to work 
as a lawyer, in l L Jy7, she took up creative 
writing and had some success with her 
short stories. Then came The Light Between 
Oceans. The novel is about moral choices, 
though It is careful not to judge the actions 
of its characters, Tom Sherbourne Isa First 
World War vet who seeks sanctuary as the 
keeper of a white stone lighthouse. On the 
mainland, he meets the spirited Isabel 
Graysmark, who searches for a modern idea 
of freedom with Tom on the island. 

In an interview with The Christian 
Science Monitor, Stedman said the story and 
its characters emerged from her Imagination: 
"1 closed my eyes and could see a lighthouse 
and a woman... a man appeared, and 1 sensed 


he was the Iight keeper, and it was his story, 
Then a boat washed up, carrying the body 
of a dead man, [ kept looking and saw there 
was a baby in it too, so I had to keep writing 
to see who all these people were and what 
happened next." 

What happened next was that the novel 
was a hit. It has been published In over 30 
languages and praised for its deeply realized 
protagonists and its exploration of darkness 
and light, Stedman herself adds a layer of 
mystery, granting few interviews and offer¬ 
ing I i tt I e p erson a I i n for motion. 

Tn 2012, DreamWorks won the rig lit s to 
the story and Derek Cianfrance, director 
of Blue Valentine and The Place Beyond the 
Pines, was chosen to recreate Stedman's 
fictional world of Janus Rock. To capture the 
novel's conflicted characters, Cianfrance cast 
Michael Fassbender and Alicia Vi kinder in 
the roles of Tom and Isabel, and Rachel Weisz 
as a mysterious main lander from the past. 

B ecause th e geogra p hy i s so i m p or la n t to 
the story, the movie was filmed on location on 
the rugged west coast of Australia. '1 wanted 
to be incredibly faithful to the book," says 
Cianfrance. 

He says Stedman herself paid him the 
ultimate compliment when she told him that, 
in bis making of the film, she felt understood, 
"S h e sa i d, 'Isn't t hat th e point of 11 fe, t hat we, 
as human beings, are trying to he understood 
by each other? ,u

Or is it? 

As Amy Adams — allitera¬ 
tive of name, fiery of mane — 
moseys into Toronto next week 
this is a question that might be 
asked. Starring in two, high- 
profile movies at the Toronto 
International Lilm Festival, and 
with the chatter of awards sea¬ 
son commencing anew, it's 
as good a time as any to be 
reminded that the 42-year-old 
sweetheart is in quite the Oscar 
club: She’s five for Five, both 
for Oscar nods and Oscar robs. 

Adams is more conspicu¬ 
ous than, say, Julianne Moore, 
who’d been nominEited four 
times before she won her first 
statuette for Still .Mice. But a 
solid 12 years passed between 
Moore’s Academy Award win 
and her previous nomination, 
while Adams's five nominations 


came in the span of a decade. 

“The nominations got Amy 
attention, and better work with 
more interesting directors, but 
it happening in such quick suc¬ 
cession ... it's also kind of a 
bag of rocks on her back,” an 
L. A.-based Oscar-watching vet¬ 
eran [old me recently. 1'hat 
is to say, in Hollyweird. stars 
such as Brie Larson and Alicia 
Viknnder walked away with 
statuettes this year on their 
first go-'round, while a dash 
of Susan Lucci (the soap opera 
star nominated for an Emmy 
19 limes before she won the 
award), clogs Adams' Filmog¬ 
raphy, 

The all-American actress 
paid her dues in straight-to- 
video marvels like Cruel In¬ 
tentions 2 and got a break in 
2002 when she was cast as the 
candy striper in Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s Catch Me If Vou Can. 
That was followed by another 
drought before the Oscar train 
began to chug in 2006, with a 
career-launching part in June- 
bug. Armed with indie cred 
and an Oscar nomination she 
walked down that crimson car¬ 
pet again in 2009. 201L 2013 
and 2014 for Doubt. The Mas¬ 
ter, The Lighter and American 
Hustle, respectively. 

No sooner had Leonardo Di- 
Caprio fulfilled his own des¬ 
tiny with a Best Actor win this 


past February than the Oscar- 
curse talk shifted to the woman 
who's been a high school gym¬ 
nast, a Gap greeter and an A- 
grade cartoon Disney princess, 
and who has shared movie cred¬ 
its with Meryl Streep twice [in 
Doubt and Julie & Julia). 

“Now IhEtt Leo got his Oscar, 
can we finally move on to the 
injustice that is Amy Adams be¬ 
ing nominated live times with¬ 
out winning, how?" tweeted 
@NathanWamock. one voice in 
the rising chorus. Comparisons 
inevitably were also made to 
Kate Winslet, who went zero- 
fur-five herself until she struck 
gold for The Keader. 

Adams’s two films screening 
in Toronto offer a glimmer of 
hope. She stars in Tom Lord’s 
Nocturnal AnimEils, a screwy 
character sketch, and Denis 
Villeneuve's Arrival, which 
some people are already call¬ 
ing the sri-fi thrilier of the year.

It's not an uncommon tale 
these days. It seems all of Holly¬ 
wood adores the 27-year-old 
Swedish actress. 

The New York times prais¬ 
es "the gamin bone structure, 
that sullen pout, those velvety 
fawn eyes.” and producer Lionel 
Wigram declared, "She's a star. 
You can't take your eyes off her 
on screen or in person." 

Her talent and versatility hove 
made her so in demand it's hard 
to believe that in her late teens 
drama school twice rejected her. 


According to her those dismiss¬ 
als were a blessing in disguise as 
they allowed her earlier access 
to “an industry diat prizes, youth 
in women." 

This weekend she takes on 
the romance of The Light Be¬ 
tween Oceans as a precocious 
woman who asks a man she has 
just met to many her. Based on 
an acclaimed and bestselling 
book by M.L Stedman, it's a story 
about choices, honour and true 
love that plays like a highbrow 
Nicolas Sparks story in period 
clothes. Jt also showcases Vi- 
kander’s range. In the last two 
years she has played everything 
horn the personification of artifi¬ 
cial intelligence to the estranged 
daughter of Hitler's favourite 
rocket scientist. 


After success in Swedish lan¬ 
guage film and television. Vi¬ 
kander made an impression in 
under-seen films like the lusbly 
beautiful .Anna Karenina oppos¬ 
ite Keira Knightley and Testa¬ 
ment of Youth, a World War I 
era story of one woman's voyage 
into pacifism. 

It was Ex Machina, however, 
that made her a star. She played 
an automaton named Ava cre¬ 
ated by tech wiz Nathan "The 
Mozart of Code" Bateman |Oscar 
Isaac). Programmer Caleb Smith 
|Domhna!l Gleeson) is hired to 
evaluate if the robnfs ability 
to show intelligent behaviour 
is equal to. or undifferentiated 
from, that ofa human being, Lx 
Mu china is presented as sci-fi, 
but it really is a human drama; 


a human drama where tire main 
character has a fibre optic nerv¬ 
ous system. Vikander is equal 
parts warmth and chilly preci¬ 
sion as a robot who wants more 
than to be a machine. 

Next Guy Ritchie cast her in 
The Man from U.N.CLT. and 
if he had Frankenstein'd an ac¬ 
tress for the role of Gaby in the 
mould of'1960s starlets, he could 
not have topped Vikander as a 
picture-perfect representation 
of mid-century cool. She looks 
like she was born to wear the 
oversized sunglasses and Mary 
Quaint frocks but she‘s more 
than just the romantic interest. 

En The Danish Girl, Dddie Ked- 
mayne play's the title role, trans- 
gender pioneer Lili Elbe, and 
while he has the showier part, 
it is Vikander—as Elbe’s ex-wife 
— who won a best supporting 
Oscar for holding the screen as 
the film’s emotional core. 

But perhaps the biggest indica¬ 
tion of her industry clout is that 
she recently announced she'll be 
stepping in for Angelina Jolie as 
Lara Croft in the rebooted lamb 
Raider series.

THE LIGHT BETWEEN OCEANS 

Sparks fly for 
Fassbender, 
Vikander on 
and oft'screen 

Neither Michael Lass bender nor 
Alicia Vikander was especially 
keen on living at a remote New 
Zealand lighthouse for the dur¬ 
ation of shooting Derek Cian- 
france's 1920s period drama Ihe 
Light Between Oceans. 

Cianfrance, the director of 
the gritly independent films 
Blue Valentine and The Place 
Beyond the Fines is known for 
leading actors to immersive ex¬ 
tremes. Ib play a married couple 
in Blue Valentine, Ryan Gosling 
and Michelle Williams lived in a 
Scranton, Penn., home together. 
Williams has said she often has 
to remind herself that she didn't 
actually many Gosling. 

For The Light Between 
Oceans, adapted from M.L Sted- 
nuinh 2012 bestseller about a 


lighthouse keeper after the First 
World War, Cianfrance wanted 
to keep his stars and small crew 
at their exotic location: Cape 
Campbell on the New Zealand 
coast, to double for the tale's 
Australian island. Fassbender 
and Vikander are both known 
for complete commitment to 
their roles, but neither is a meth¬ 
od-acting nut. 

"Run for the hills.' 1 Fassbend¬ 
er says was his initial reaction, 
humming the Iron Maiden song 
of the same name. "Initially I 
thought. £ Qh god, this is going 
to be hell: on this peninsula in 
the middle of the nowhere. It 
turned out to be a really unique 
experience, to be in such an ex¬ 
treme environment.” 

"They were, especially Fass¬ 
bender, uncertain." says Cian- 
france. "1 had to work really 
hard to convince my production 
to stay out there. He was like. 
'OK, I'll give it one night.' Flash 
forward five and a half weeks 
later and he didn't want to leave, 
and neither did Alicia. 1 " 

They httd other reasons For 


wanting to stay. Since shoot¬ 
ing The Light Between Oceans, 
which DreamWorks will release 
Friday, more than a year ago, 
Vikander and Fassbender have 
been a couple: one of the mov¬ 
ies’ most decorated if discreet 
pairings. Both the film and their 
romance are, in part, a prod¬ 
uct of the blurring of fiction 
and reality. 

“We had a chemistry from 
the beginning, obviously, and 
sort of to the present.” says Fass¬ 
bender. chuckling. "1 just found 
her to be extremely committed 
and brave and really fierce. She 
goes for it &he doesn't let the 
fear of falling on her face stop 
her from trying things out.” 

The two came into the film 
having only briefly met. Ibis 
was before Vikander exploded 
across movie screens last year, 
in films like Ex Machina and The 
Danish Girl, for which she won 
an Oscar. A fan of Fassbender’s 
for films like Hunger and Fish 
lank, Vikander says she con¬ 
sidered him “one of the best 
actors of his generation." 


“ft’s something when you get 
to work with an actor who im¬ 
mediately vindicates your faith." 
says Vikander. “He pushed me 
and i dared to do the same back” 

Fassbender plays a former 
soldier craving isolation after 
the w r ar. He and Vikander's 
character, who lives in the near¬ 
est village, fall in love, but their 
union is haunted by miscarri¬ 
age and later, a shared deceit. 

Cianfrance eschews saying 
“action” or “cut" and instead 
has the actors improvise their 
way into and out of a scene. He 
would rouse the cast and crew 
for first light, or bring them 
back for the evening sun. They 
slept in trailers near the light¬ 
house. For Vikander's first day 
of shooting, before she arrived 
on set, he had her picked up at 
2 a.m. and driven to the light¬ 
house. She was asked to cover 
her eyes until she was to exit 
a woodshed for her first take. 

“I just looked out and saw 
this huge lighthouse, which is 
pretty extraordinary,- Vikander 
recalls, the assoc iYted press

Chomsky responds to Wolfe's portrayal 


After satirizing everything 
from “radical chic" to 20th 
century architecture. Tom 
Wolfe is now mining the 
mystery of language and the 
reputation of Ehe most influ¬ 
ential linguist of our time. 
Noam Chomsky. Chomsky, 
in turn, has some thoughts 
about Wolfe, the celebrated 
New journalist and author. 

In his new book. The King¬ 
dom of Speech, Wolfe exam¬ 
ines how scholars have at¬ 
tempted to discern the roots 
of verbal communication. He 
reviews the debates between 
Charles Darwin, who likened 
speech to the “sounds uttered 
by birds." and other 19th cen¬ 
tury evolutionists. He notes 
how modern understanding 
centres on Chomsky’s revo- 
lutionary theory that hum;ms 
have an innate knowledge of 
language. 

Wolfe duly acknowledges 
Chomsky's breakthrough, but 
sees a man so used to domin¬ 
ance in his field that he scorns 
or evades those who challenge 
his research. 

He also suggests his stat¬ 
ure as a linguist is tied to his 
years as an activist and left- 
wing thinker. He cites Chom¬ 
sky's 1967 publication The 
Kesponsi bility of In tellectua Is. 
a landmark essay in The New 
York Review of Books that as¬ 
sailed the Vietnam War and

accused intellectuals of fail¬ 
ing “to speak the truth and 
to expose lies." 

The timing was absolutely 
perfect, according to Wolfe. 

"Chomsky’s audacity and his 
Old World, Eastern European 
slant on life were things most 
intellectuals found charming, 
since by then, 1967, opposition 
to the war in Vietnam had 
become something stronger 
than a passion namely, a 
fEishion, a certification that 
one had risen above the herd," 
he writes. 

“Chomsky's politics en¬ 
hanced his reputation as a 
great linguist, and his repu¬ 


tation as a great lin¬ 
guist enhanced his 
reputation as a pol¬ 
itical solon, and his 
reputation as a pol¬ 
itical solon Inflated 
his reputation from 
great linguist to an 
all-around genius, 
and the genius in¬ 
flated the solon into 
a veritable Voltaire, and the 
veritable Voltaire inflated 
the genius of geniuses into a 
philosophical giant ... Noam 
Chomsky." 

Chomsky, a professor emeri¬ 
tus at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, says that 


that he read an excerpt of the 
book in Harper's magazine 
and found “egregious errors." 

He dismissed Wolfe’s por¬ 
trait of himself and other MIT 
faculty members as captives 
of air-conditioned campus 
buildings, uninterested in 
field work or new ideas. 

He strongly questioned 
Wolfe's grasp of linguistics. 
And he objected to Wolfe's 
suggestion that he was an ac¬ 
tivist who “arranges to get ar¬ 
rested in the morning so that 
he can get out in time to make 
it to New York nightspots to 
show r off his bravery," Chom¬ 
sky told the AT. 

“I’m sure Wolfe

cell block or fEicing 
a likely long pris¬ 
on sentence, not to 
speak of constEint 
demonstrations, 
half a dozen or

When Jade \lya was 11 or 12, 
she remembers a morning 
when her stepfather stopped 
her before school because he 
thought her outfit — a baggy 
white sweater dress slung over 
black Eights — was too pro¬ 
vocative. 

The issue wasn't that the 
modest ensemble w r as reveal¬ 
ing. but instead that Mya had 
grown up identifying as a boy 

,L He got really upset " Mya 
recalls. “1 still remember that 
day. him sitting me down, be¬ 
ing like: ‘You CEtn't dress like 
that. You can’t go to school 
like that.' He was freaking out. 

“I remember talking back 
and saying. Til go to school 
like this if 1 want to. This is 
comfortEible. I like this, fm 
different."’ 


Perhaps that conversation 
looms large for Mya because 
it set so many things in mo¬ 
tion; first, the concerned par¬ 
ents who “you could always 
hear talking at night " then 
IS- months of weekly therapy, 
followed by consultation after 
consultation with doctors. Filial¬ 
ly, she began to transition rtt 
15 years old. Doctors told her 
she was the youngest person 
in Canada ever to do so. 

Or perhaps she remembers 
that conversation so clearly 
now. at age 25. because it was 
an early instance of Mya retain¬ 
ing the resolve to be herself. 

Now a country singer whose 
seven-song debut Heartbreak 
Country came out in August 
and a fitness model with 
140,000 InstELgram followers, 
Mya hadn't spoken publicly 
about being transgender. 

But as she stomps closer 
tow r ard a hard-fought career 
breakthrough, she wants fans 
to know who she is. 

“J want to take control of 
the story," she explains. “Some 
people thought I might have 


been lying because I didn't 
bring it up in the first few 
words any time they met mei 
because I didn't label myself as 
a certain way. .And l don't think 
people should label themselves. 
We're all humans. 

“But Tm proud of the person 
J am. So 1 want to come out and 
if people can see me as a pillar 
of hope or a pillar of anything, 
m be grateful." 

And when it conies to pillars, 
by the way Mya has always had 
her family. 

She grew r up in Luskville. a 
small western Quebec towm 
“past Gatineau, past the moun¬ 
tains, pELSt the cows and past the 
farms" In town and at home, 
country music was a mainstay, 
and Mya essentially inherited 
her fondness for the classic 
likes ofjohnny Cash and Dolly 
Barton. 

“If country music wasn't 
playing," she recalls, “some¬ 
one was sick." 

Mya's mom immigrated to 
Quebec from Lebanon when 
she was pregnant, so Mya never 
knew her fdither. But her close- 


knit family seems the tough 
stuff of countiy tunes Though 
her mom and siblings worried 
about Mya undergoing aspects 
of the transition at a young 
age, their support didn't waver. 

Her sister. 31 and Mya's “best 
friend." invited Mya to live with 
her and her husband for a per¬ 
iod of time, while Mya never 
forgot “how many fights my 
brother got into at school for 
me* 

“J have a really good family." 
she says. 

Along the way, music was an 
ou tlet. A blend of covers and 
originals, HeEutbreELk Country ls 
rooted in the retro country she 
adores. The most personal tune 
might be Loving Him Is Killing 
You, a tune she co-wrote about 
the tumultuous end of her “first 
teEil relationship" two years ago.

Brady showed flashes in his 
second preseason game of the 
season.
